3. Claims 1 -20 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
remarks filed 6-9-06 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The closest prior 
art which Savuoja discloses sending an uplink state flag directed to a mobile station, but 
does not specifically state which is not specific to a particular mobile station. Therefore, 
the combination of limitations have not been found or fairly suggested in the prior art 
search. Also, the limitation "which is not specific to a particular mobile station" is being 
interpreted as "which is not specific to any particular mobile station".
